That, Williams said, “doesn’t 
leave much room” for getting 
structural steel for highways, or 
other civilian purposes. 

Mobilization spokesmen’ said 
they told the governors they. 
would take another look to make 
sure about steel supplies and of- 
fered to meet quarterly with the 
governors. 

One spokesman said Wilson and 
Fleischmann said it might be pos- 
sible to work out a plan under 
which states could certify their 
own steel needs in an emergency. 
That would avoid long certifica- 
tion delays here. 

Wilson Defends Program. 

Speaking at the dedication of 
a new .aluminum plant at New 
Orleans today, Wilson defended 
the program he heads from criti- 
cisms of both underproduction and 
overproduction, and indicated he 
intends to stand by a “three-year 
plan that contemplates produc- 
tion of 150 billion dollars worth 
of militagy goods... .” 

“The first year has passed and 
we are already so greatly 
strengthened as to cause any 
would-be aggressor to think long 
and hard before engaging us and 
our Allies,” he said. 

Actual deliveries of military 
goods now run two billions worth 
a month, he said. 

“We are rapidly approaching 
the stage where weapons will flow 
from assembly lines in such a 
torrent as to inspire awe in our 
enemies,” Wilson declared.

The new policy comes at a time 
of considerable debate over 
whether defense production is 
hitting on all cylinders. Defense 
Mobilizer Charles E. Wilson and 
other officials have conceded that 
lags have been caused in some 
military lines by lack of fast- 
enough delivery of some essen- 
tial parts like a motor or valve. 

Fleischmann said his new ‘“‘spe- 
cial assistance” system will per- 
mit quick handling of such bot- 
tleneck. A special unit of nearly 
400 persons will run it. 

“All past experience,” Fleisch- 
mann said, “has shown that a sim- 
ple military preference system 
has proved unworkable. However, 
the new procedures provide that 
military orders must come ahead 
of non-military orders in cases of 
direct conflict.” 

“Realistic” Schedules Sought. - 

Fleischmann said bottlenecks in 
parts deliveries probably will 
grow worse during 1952, but that 
defense output can fall behind 
for other reasons than materials 
or parts—by some late change in 
design, by failing to synchronize 
orders for all materials or parts 
needed, or by labor shortages. 

Fleischmann said the military 
is getting all the materials it 
needs to maintain production 
schedules. He said the military 
establishment sometimes has 
asked for materials well ahead of 
the time they were needed, and 
that he expects the Pentagon to 
furnish a realistic. priority list 
giving choices between competing 

programs.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11 — An 
executive order designed to pre- 


vent American radio and television 
stations from becoming beacons 


for enemy bombers or guided 
missiles in the even of attack was 
issued late yesterday by President 
Truman, It empowers the Federal 
Communications Commission e» 


draft plans for curbing broadcasts 
that could serve as radio guides 
for an air attack. 

Joseph Short, White House 
press secretary, said the plan 
would go into effect only in the 
event of an air attack or the 
threat of an dir attack. 

Scope of Order. 

The order applies to all radio 
stations and to “any device cap- 
able of emitting electromagnetic 
radiations between 10 kilocycles 
and 100,000 megacycles which is 
suitable for use as a navigational 
aid beyond five miles.” 

The FCC is empowered to draft 
regulations applicable to all pri- 
vately-owned broadcasters, but 
such orders shall not become 
effective until they have been 
approved by the Secretary of De- 
fense and the chairman of the 
National Security Resources 
Board, 

The order further directs the 
heads of all Government agencies 
having jurisdiction over broad- 
casting equipment to carry out 
“such plans as may be necessary 
to minimize the use of electro- 
magnetic radiation of these sta- 
tions in the event of attack.” 
| Powers of FCC. 

The FCC is specifically forbid- - 
den to exercise any control over 
the content of broadcasts or to 
take over and use ahy station. It 
may, however, order a station to 
stop broadcasting or reduce its 
power in an emergency.

Act, under an amendment ap- 
proved last October by Congress, 
sets maximum penalties for a 
willful violation of the President’s 


order at $1000 and a year in jail 
for an individual and $5000 for a:

Baine teStified that the compa- 


my recognized it had a mandate 
Som the commission to supply 
“adequate and sufficient service,” 
and asserted a desiré to fulfill 
this within the limits of what the 
company considered good busi- 
ness practice. 


He set up seven “basic ele- ji 


, direct service, and 
“accommodation” service. 


As to availability of service, he 
said 67 per cent of the city is 
within an eighth of a mile of a 
Public Service route and 96 per 
cent of the inhabited area of the 
city is within a quarter-mile. He 
contended a similar condition ex- 
isted in the more populous coun- 
ty suburban area, where some of 
the service is given by the St. 
Louis County Transit Co., but 
service is more distant in less 
populous suburban sections. 


Lists New Services. 


He presented a long list of 

“new and extended” services by 
_his company since 1940, but it 
was shown through suburban law- 
yers that, as in Richmond Heights, 
some of these improvements con- 
sisted of busses that replaced 
streetcars. 


Frequency of service probably 
draws the most criticism, said 
Baine, but he called it also the 

“most relative” question, since it 
is made to fit the riding pattern 
of the public in the company’s 
view. Frequent service, he de- 

clared, must stay within “eco- 
nomic -limits,” but he held that 
the service pattern ‘was changed 
“to meet riders’ desires.” 

If time-space, or headway, be- 
tween transit vehicles is cut from 
5 to 4 minutes, it increases trans- 
it operations by 25 per cent, he 
continued, but it reduces the 
average waiting by passengers by 
only a half-minute. 

Data on Drop in Passengers. 

A variety of data was presented 
by Baine, designed to show that 
the volume of passengers has 

“ been falling off more than the 
decrease in vehicle mileage op- 
erated. 

Passenger volume has declined 
in some. instances where the serv- 
ice mileage operated has been 
kept constant, Blaine said. Mile- 
age is never cut down until after 
the passenger volume declines, he 
insisted. All adjustments of serv- | 
ice ar: not downward, he added, 
asserting that there have been 
instances of increased service. He 
described some recent bus exten- 
sions, such as the Mackenzie and 
Riverview lines, as “‘heavy losers.” 

Twenty-two of the company’s 60 
bus and streetcar lines have mid- 

day headways of 10 minutes or 
less, and this group brings in 80 
per cent of the revenue, Baine 
showed. He went on to show that 
32 lines, providing 90 per cent of 
the revenue, have midday head- 
ways of 12 minutes or less, or an 
average wait for passengers rang- 
ing from 2% to 6 minutes. 
Outer Portions Cited. 

Suburban counsel brought out 
that this exhibit dealt with head- 
ways only on the main sections of 
longer lines into the suburbs, 
such as the Manchester, white the 
outer portions have longer head- 
ways. - However, Baine told the 
Post-Dispatch that the revenue 
figures on this exhibit dealt with 
the entire lines. 

For the 30 principal lines oper- 
ated, morning and evening rush- 
period headways vary from less 
than one minute to not more than 
five minutes, Baine related. This 
includes 15 lines in the morning 
and 18 in the evening with head- 
ways of two minutes or less, he 
said. 

With reference to frequency 
and dependability of service, 
Baine told about the high stand- 
ards of safety, vehicle mainte; 
mance and appearance that are 
set. He. said Public Service had 
the finest shops to’ be found in 
the transit industry and the high- 
est percentage of modern vehi- 


cles. 
Traffic Headache. 

He also described careful ef- 
forts to supervise maintenance of 
bus and streetcar time schedules, 
but continued: “No matter how 
carefully we supervise mainte- 
nance of schedules we still have 
the traffic congestion headache. 
People complain that busses and 
streetcars come in bunches like 
bananas, and the company doesn’t 
like that either.” 

Statistics filed by  Baine 
showed that average speed of 
company vehicles has been declin- 
ing — with resultant increase in 
payroll costs for the longer time 
worked by operators — and the 
running time for important lines 
in rush periods has been length- 
ened. He blamed this on the traf- 
fic problem. For example, De- 
cember running time for a west- 
bound Delmar car from downtown 
to University City has stretched 
from 4344 minutes in 1947 to 52 
minutes this month. 

Since 1946, Baine showed, mo- 
tor fuel sales in St. Louis have 
gone up about 50 per cent and 
automobile registrations in the 
city and county have. riser? about 
30 per cent, while the company’s 
revenue passengers have dropped 
off more than 40 per cent. 

Employes Cut to 3320. 

The company has “left no stone 
unturned” to affect operating 
economies, its executive head de- 

ri said the number of 
employes was cut from 4459 in 
1946 to 3320 now, with only one 
layoff that ultimately affected 
only about 50 operators, 
Principal increases in the pro-

EIGHTH ARMY HEADQUAR-

fought with about 115 of the Rus- 
sian-built jets in two battles over 
northwest Korea. The Fifth Air 
phe i said all Sabre jets returned 
saie. 

An Air Force source disclosed 
today that the Communists have 
sent a new-type jet into action 
es North Korea. He said the 

raight-wing plane, ‘a marked 
contrast to the swept-back wing 
of the MIG-15, was spotted by 
two F-5l1 Mustangs yesterday near 
Sariwon, south of ‘Pyongyang. 

Brief Fight Indicated. 

The. Mustang pilots reported 
“negative claims” on the new 
enemy jets and “negative dam- 
age” to themselves, indicating 
a brief fight occurred. 

Although there have been re- 
ports of improved MIGs in North 
Korea, this was the first report 
of a new jet with a conventional 
wing.

One enemy jet was probably 
destroyed and two damaged in 
a 15-minute fight late this after-, 
noon between 36 Sabre jets and 
65 MIGs between Sinuiju, on 
the Manchurian border, and the 
Chongchon river, 75 miles to the 
southeast.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11 (AP)— 
The -Government yesterday au- 
thorized a 342 per cent increase 
in ceiling prices for extra, spe- 
cial or optional equipment on 
automobiles. 

The Office of Price Stabiliza- 
tion said the adjustments’ might 
be made beginning next Saturday. 

OPS said the action would 
mean higher ceilings for such 
things as heaters, radios, auto- 
matic transmissions, seat covers, 
extra lamps, special upholstery 
and specially ordered colors or 
finishes. 

OPS said the increase was be- 
ing granted to bring ceilings for 
equipment in line with those for 
automobiles, Prices were not in- 
creased for extra equipment when 
a 342 per cent boost for cars was 
approved last March.

It’s Going to Be Harder 
To Get Driving License 


Under New Harness Law 


COLUMBUS, O., Dec. 11 (AP) 
It’s going to be more difficult 
for harness race drivers to get a 
license from the United States 
Trotting Association, 

The directors of the associa- 
tion, holding their annual meet- 
ing here,’ voted yesterday to 
tighten the rules for drivers. 

A driver now must submit evi- 
dence of mental, moral, physical 
and technical qualifications. He 
must be 16 years old. He may be 
required to take a physical exam- 
ination. He may be refused a 
license or have his license re- 
voked for repeated rule violations. 

He may be punished by fine or 
suspension for careless or reck- 
less driving. He is subject to 
penalty if he “takes up” abruptly 
in front of a field of horses so as

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SUPREME COURT 
BLOCKS SECOND 
REMINGTON TRIAL 


Bars Dismissal of First 
Perjury Indictment at 
Least for the Present— 
Other Case Pending. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11 (UP)— 
The Supreme Court today blocked 
--for the present’ at least—the 
Government's effort to start a 
_ second perjury trial against Wil- 
liam W. Remington. The court 
did so by refusing to allow im- 
mediate dismissal of the first in- 
dictment against the former gov- 
ernment economist. 

Remington originally was con- 
victed of lying to a United States 
grand jury when he said he never 
was a member of the Communist 
party. The circuit court of ap- 
peals set aside the conviction. 

The effect of today’s action is 
that the Government’s hands are 
tied until the court acts on Rem- 
ington’s claim that the original 
indictment is invalid. 

No Action on Other Case. 


The court did not act on Rem- 
ington’s complaint. Its failure to 
act on Remington’s claim appar- 
ently was intended to give the 
Government time to argue against 
the 34-year-old former Commerce 
Department economist’s petition. 

After Remington’s first trial 
he was sentenced to five years 
in prison and fined $2000. He is 
free on $7000 bond. The second 
circuit court of appeals in New 
York reversed the conviction on 
the ground that the trial judge 
made mistakes in instructing the 
jury. 

Instead of trying him again, 
the Government obtained a sec- 
ond indictment charging Reming- 
ton with lying at his first trial. 


Remington countered by appeal- 
ing the circuit court’s decision in 
the first case on the ground that 
the original indictment was in- 
valid. He argued that the Su- 
preme Court therefore should ac- 
quit him. In that case, he could 
not be tried again because of the 
constitution’s guarantee against 
double jeopardy for the same of- 
fense. 

' Result of Defense Move. 

Because of this defense move, 
the Justice Department had to 
seek Supreme Court permission 
before moving dismissal of the 
first indictment in trial court. 

Defense Counsel Joseph L. 
Rauh Jr. attacked the first indict- 
mert on the ground that the fore- 
man of the grand jury, John 
Brunini, was at that time collab- 
orating with Miss Bentley in pub- 
lication of a book. The-success of 
the venture, Rauh said, “depended 
on the defendant’s indictment.” 

He argued that an indictment 
cannot be dismissed without de- 
fense permission. Remington will 
not agree to such a move; he said, 
because it would remove legal 
ammunition he needs to fight the 
Government’s subsequent moves. 

Remington was sentenced to 
five years in jail and fined $2000. 
He is free on $7000 bond. His 
petition to the Supreme Court 
said he is “heavily in debt and 
without funds to defend against 
another prosecution undertaken 
with the unlimited reseurces of 
the Government.” 


IMPROVISED BALLOTS UPHELD 
IN VALLEY PARK ELECTION 


The legality of 400 improvised 
ballots used in a St. Louis county 
special school election Oct. 27 
was upheld yesterday by Circuit 
Judge Raymond E. LaDriere, with 
the result that a majority vote 
against consolidation of Valley 
Park, Sulphur Springs and Con- 
solidated District No. 2 will 
stand. 

Judge LaDriere ruled against 
five Valley Park residents who 
filed suit against George Voss- 
brink, secretary of the St. Louis 
county board of education, con- 
tending the substitute ballots 
were illegal. In the election, con- 
solidation was defeated 1576 to 
1434. 

The ballots in question were 
prepared on a duplicating ma- 
chine and supplied at Mason 
Ridge and Barrett Schools after 
the regular printed ballots were 
exhausted. 


16,000 REPORTED EVACUATED 
FROM ISLANDS TO SOUTH KOREA 


PUSAN, Korea, Dec. 11 (UP)— 
The South Korean Government 
announced today that 16,000 per- 
sons living on coastal islands 
north of the thirty-eighth paral- 
lel have been evacuated to the 
mainland. The government said 
the Koreans were “Communist 
haters” who had taken refuge on 
the islands to avoid capture by 
the Reds. 

Acting Prime Minister Huh 
Chung said South Korea’s guer- 
rilla clean-up will end within a 
few, days. South Korean troops 
have killed 921 Communist-led 
guerrillas and captured 1274 in , 


nine days. 


EAST ST. LOUIS VOTE SOUGHT 
ON $10,000,000 SEWER PLAN 


A referendum on issuance of 
$10,000,000 in revenue bonds to 
finance improvement and exten- 
sion of the East St. Louis sani- 
tary sewer system was requested 
in petitions filed in City Court 
there yesterday. 

The petition, filed by two at- 
torneys, John T. R. Godlewski 
and Haig Apoian, bore 8000 sig- 
natures and called for an elec- 
tion within 90 days. Mayor Al- 
vin G. Fields said the city had 
intended to start construction in 
January, adding that the refer- 
endum will cost the city $15,000 
and delay work for six months.

This is the new joint radar-in- 
terceptor network which, oper- 
ating around the clock, was set 
up to defend Alaska, Canada, and 
the northern United States. 

Canal Lightly Defended. 

Practically all other hemis- 
pheric defenses are paper plans. 
These say how armed forces of 
the 22 American nations shall be 
disposed if World War III breaks 
out or if an enemy attacks any- 
where in North and South 
America. 

The vital Panama Canal is only 
lightly defended, but strategists 
see no present danger of attack. 

An air attack against this. con- 
tinent would be countered in 
two phases. The first would be 
radar detection and fighter plane 
interception of enemy bombers. 
The second would be prompt 
atomic retaliation by . United 
States bombers flying from bases 
already established within strik- 
ing distance of strategic targets 
inside Russia. 


Basis of Defense Pian. 

The military high command has 
based its plans for defending 
America on belief that: 

1. If Russia attacks the United 
States directly, it will do so with 
A-bombs delivered by plane across 
the Arctic. 

2. Any Soviet land attack would 
be launched far from the con- 
tinental United States — in Eu- 
‘rope, the Middle or Far East, pos- 
sibly Alaska, 

3. There is no possibility, as of 
now, of an amphibious . Russian 
attack against any part of the 
Western Hemisphere except 
Alaska.

Air defenses also extend over- 
seas—to bases in Western-Europe 
and North Africa, and on island 
bases in the far Pacific. 


If Russia should strike by air, 
United ‘States jet bombers from 
these bases would visit atomic 
destruction on Soviet air bases 
and bombers on the ground. 
Atomic blows also could be struck 
against Russian industrial produc- 
tion, power centers, and oil fields. 

The hemispheric air defense 
system was worked out with Can- 
ada to meet what planners con- 
sider the greatest threat to the 
continent — a Soviet air attack 
across the Arctic with atomic or 
conventional bombs, or both, 

The network of radar warning 
stations is nearly completed and 
is being operated on a full-time 
basis. Interceptor planes are on 
24-hour alert. 

The United States portion, com- 
prising three-fourths of the joint 
project,.cost some $295,000,000. 

United States air defense inter- 
ceptor squadrons now fly F-86 
Sabre jet day fighters and F-84 
all-weather jet fighters. It is 
planned to replace them com- 
pletely with F-89 Scorpion all- 
weather jet fighters as soon as 
the new craft become available 
in sufficient numbers. 

Canada, where about one-fourth 
of the joint air defense network 
is, uses Sabre jets and its own 
Canuck all-weather jet inter- 
ceptors. 

Alaska Defenses Bolstered. 


Alaskan defenses have been 
beefed up considerably since out- 
break of the Korean war. But 
the combined Alaskan strength 
of the Army, Navy, and Air Force 
still is probably only about 40,000 
men—virtually all of them at 
Kodiak,- Anchorage and Fair- 
banks.

The State Department attitude 
was that, under the Internal Se- 
curity Act of 1950, many foreign 
delegates might be unable to ob- 
tain visas. Rather than cause em- 
barrassment by delays or rejec- 
tion of visa applications, the de- 
partment advised against holding 
the meetings here. 

The meetings thus were sched- 
uled for Venice, Italy, and Monte- 
video, Uruguay. 

A similar case was that of the 
International Red Cross, which 
holds its conference in Toronto in 
July and August, 1952. 

The so-called McCarran act 
bars the admission of anyone con- 
nected now or ever with totali- 
tarian causes, however tenuous 
some authorities contend the con- 
nection is or may have been.

and shared, but the responsible leaders of labor 
should ask themselves whether they now want to 


compound the injury by destroying wage sta- 
bilizatiow altogether. 


A realist would take it for granted that some 


wage increase will come out of the current steel 


negotiations, and that this will become a pattern 
for industry in general. The question is whether 
the wage increase will be of such size and in 
such a form as to destroy effective stabilization. 
On this point we hope the union leaders will 
take a far-sighted view of their own and their 
constituents’ interests. 

It is to the interest of the union member as 
miuch as to anybody else’s that the nation avoid 
a disastrous inflation. That goes not only for the 
immediate future but for the long pull. 

Most union members, receiving from $60 to 
$100 a week, do not have large savings in se 
curities or bank accounts, But many of them, 
particularly steel workers, do have a direct 
money interest, growing all the time, in company 
pensions, government old-age security benefits, 
and life insurance. These are savings in effect. 
They are deferred wages. They are future pur- 
chasing power for their families. 

If a disastrous inflation permanently reduces 
still further the value of dollars to be paid out 
in future pensions, security benefits and life 
insurance, the union member will suffer along 
with everybody else. 

Even if he beats the game in the short run— 
that is, if he gets a big enough wage increase 
now to cover the immediate price increases that 
would inevitably follow-—he will not beat it in 
the long run if the dollars that come back to him 
in pensions, security benefits and life insurance 
are permanently impaired in purchasing power. 

This is one reason why we hope the steel 
union leaders will exercise moderation in their 
demands when the negotiations get down to 
cases. Certainly they have a legitimate complaint 
against the weaknesses of price control as typi- 
fied by the Capehart amendment. Certainly they 
have a right to demand that all sections of the 
economy exercise moderation. 

But they will do their own cause no service if 
history shows that the last barriers against infla- 
tion were finally leveled by labor’s decision.

Do They Know the Consequences? 

We hope the European Consultative Assembly 
knows what it is letting itself in for. The As- 
sembly has adopted a rule of the American 
Congress by which a speaker may “yield” to an 
interruption if the interrupter has a pertinent 
question to ask. 

Useful the device certainly is, but it also has 
its drawbacks. Some of the longest speeches 
made in Washington are cast in the form of 
sonorous questions after the gentleman yields. 
Then there is the whipsawing technique, by 
which two Senators hold the chamber in a 
merciless grip while one interminably yields to 
the other for planted questions. Long quarrels 
develop over whether a Senator will yield, 
whether he has yielded, what purpose he yielded 
for, and whether having yielded he has a claim 
upon some other Senator to yield. 

The European Consultative Assembly is re- 
ported to be delighted with the custom of 
yielding, but it should know that all these conse- 
quences go with it. 
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Private Library, Public Expense? 


The Mercantile Library Association, a pleas- 
ant and venerable institution known to all too 
few St. Louisans, is in money trouble, For 
years, this library has been delivering books to 
the homes of its members and picking them up 
again. But the library finds it increasingly 
difficult to carry on with its resources largely 
limited to $5-a-year membership dues and the 
rent which it gets from the First National Bank 
which occupies most of the library’s building at 
Broadway and Locust. ° 

So the Mercantile is asking the courts to 
keep the City of St. Louis from collecting about 
$25,000 a year in taxes on its building. True, 
the library’s 1847 charter gives it tax-exempt 
status. It probably deserves such status as much 
as does a school. But it is a serious question 
whether tax exemption granted to educational 
institutions should cover property not used for 
educational purposes. The way some business 
firms have been making questionable gifts to 
schools and other institutions to gain tax exemp- 
tions on their properties has drawn. much criti- 
cism in the courts and in Congress. If the prac- 
tice becomes more widespread, it will create a 
serious revenue problem for governing bodies. 

If the members of the Mercantile cannot or 
do not want to support their library, they should 
give serious thought to a merger with the 
Missouri Historical Society, another private in- 
stitution, or to other devices long suggested as 
possible solutions of their economic problem. 
Interesting as the Mercantile may be, it is 
a question whether it should lean on the tax- 
payers for support. 
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Italy and 12 Others 


Italy has the support of 50 members for ad- 
mission to the United Nations, but her prospects 
of being admitted are no better than they have 
been in other years. The General Assembly may 
recommend, but the Security Council elects new 
members. There the threat of the Soviet veto 
still presents an insurmountable barrier. 

That Italy is entitled to membership goes 
without saying. Here is another case where Rus- 
sia’s intemperate and unjustified use of the veto 
power puts the Kremlin in the role of obstruc- 
tionist. 

Unfortunately, the Western powers’ position 
on new members is not so strong as it might be. 


Thirteen applicants, not counting Korea, are 


waiting for membership, including five from the 
Soviet sphere. Russia has proposed that all of 
them be admitted together, but so far the West- 
ern members have rejected this suggestion. 

It is very difficult to justify the rejection. The 
United Nations was founded and always intended 
to be a universal organization. It should be open 
to every bona fide meeting the 


qualifications set up in the Charter, regardless.

Why? 

There are the usual answers: differences of 
language and culture, old rivalries, etc. Yet it 
would seem that these should not stand up 
against the threat of economic. collapse and pos- 
sible military subjugation. One might say that 
if the Europeans cannot see where their advan- 
tage lies, that is their misfortune. But that is 
the beginning of isolationism. . 

The United States, for very good reasons, has 
become a partner of the West European nations. 
As such, this country has a vital interest in see- 
ing that the partnership is conducted along lines 
of sound policy. Washington has backed up this 
interest by such devices as the Marshall Plan 
and the North Atlantic Treaty Organization. 
Yet as the quoted editorials indicate, the results 
are not all they should be. How can they be 
improved? 

This.really is the most serious question facing 
our diplomats; Obviously, the United States 
cannot and does not want to force policy on its 
allies, How, then, can they be persuaded? How, 
for example, can Europeans be convinced that 
closer association will not lead them into an 
“American” war? How can they be more thor- 
oughly convinced that for them and for us peace 
is indivisible? 

The Churchills, the Plevens, the DeGasperis 
and the other statesmen undoubtedly are aware 
of the realities. But goodly portions of their 
peoples still seem unconvinced. And in democ- 
racies, decisions depend on the peoples’ con- 
victions.

Anyway, the good people of Baden and Wuert- 
temberg voted for the union by a lusty 1,748,136 
to 758,518. 

And it is a fine land they have put together. 
North and south, it runs along the Rhine from 
Mannheim to Basle in Switzerland. East and 
west, it runs from Ulm on the Danube to France. 
It contains that fabled region of fir, pine, chest- 
nut and coocoo clocks known as the Schwarz- 
wald, It is the home of two great universities, 
Protestant Heidelberg and Catholic Freiburg. 
Around its many hot springs have developed 
such elegant health resorts as Karlsruhe, Baden- 
Baden, Peterstahl and Badenweiler. It is a fer- 
tile land of barley and rye, wheat and hops. Its 
manufacturing runs more to books and pianos 
than to locomotives. Its mountains are gentle, 
and its wines are mild.

It is 
rather that after more than 1000 years of 
dynastic and religious wars, not to mention dom- 
ination by dictators both French and German, 
the people of this area have joined hands to 
solve their problems.

Evidence unearthed by the House com- 
mittee investigating tax frauds demands a 
wholesale housecleaning in the Depart- 
ment of Justice, the law-enforcement 
agency of the United States Government. 


Responsibility for cleansing the depart- 
ment of men tarnished by scandal rests 
with its chief, the Attorney General of 
the United States, J. Howard McGrath. 

But there is no sign that Mr. McGrath 
has the stomach for the job that must be 
done. On the contrary, at the outset of 
the affair he assured 
the country that his 
department was 
“clean as a hound’s 
tooth.”

Caudle admitted to outside 
dealings with gamblers on a speculative 
basis. He received favors and borrowed 
money from an automobile dealer who was 
in major tax difficulties. 


He was twice the guest in Palm Beach 
of a North Carolina business man who 
faced sizable income tax liens, and while 
Caudle “may have asked” the Internal 
Revenue Bureau to remove the liens (his 
memory was not clear) the fact was testi- 
fied to that they were removed. His wife 
bought three fur coats “wholesale,” on 
which $900 is still owing, through a New 
York. tax lawyer. 


But the climax (thus far) was Caudle’s 
admission that he received $5000 as a com- 
mission for the sale of an airplane to an 
agent (himself a convicted embezzgler) of 
two men under indictment for tax evasion, 
and that Mr. McGrath approved the acce 
ance of the commission by Caudle, Mr., 


Grath insists that Caudle did not give him 
a straight story and that, at the time, he 
had “confidence” in Caudle’s “integrity.” 
Other figures in the Department of 
Justice and the Internal Revenue Bureau 
have flitted in and out of Caudle’s testi- 
mony as the joint recipients of favors and 
junkets with the ousted Assistant Attor- 
ney General. In the airplane commission 
case they are directly tied in with Caudle 
in what the House committee is going to 
pursue further as an apparent attempt to 
t in the fix for one of the men indicted 
or tax evasion. 


The circumstantial evidence surround- 
ing the payment of the check for $5000 to 
Caudle is most damaging to him, to assist- 
ants in the Department of Justice and to 
Charles Oliphant, former chief counsel of 
the Internal Revenue Bureau. — 

There is evidence other than Caudle’s 
which underscores the imperative job of 
cleaning out the Department of Justice. 

The record shows that the Department 
of Justice first tried to suppress a grand 
jury investigation of James P. Finnegan, 
ousted and indicted collector of internal 
revenue for the St. Louis district, and then 
tried to persuade the grand jury to return 
a “partial report” that it found no evi- 
dence of tax fixing. 


The Department of Justice official 
named to succeed the fired Caudle was 
himself involved in the St. Louis grand 
jury whitewashing attempt. 

Enough evidence, surely, is at hand to 
warrant the iron fist coming down heavily 
upon the Department of Justice. 


But there is a further and compelling 
consideration. Two collectors of internal 
revenue are under indictment. Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue Dunlap, who is 
doing a job of housecleaning in the Inter- 
nal Revenue Department that must be 
done in the Department of Justice, dis- 
charged or forced the resignation of 31 
Internal Revenue Bureau officials for a 
variety of offenses.

Deaths of cardinals since the 
consistory of February 1946, 
when the college last was brought 
to full strength, have thinned the 
membership to 49, leaving 21 
places vacant. :

“Ambition and the power which it has to raise us high 
in this world, can always and with equal power drive us to 
the brink of the unseen precipice of.the world unseen.”

EPILEPSY IS cunpacrenisap by loss of conscious- 
ness. This may be momentary in a light attack, called 
« yy 
a os “grand mal” or severe attack, which often begins 
at night, the patient may grind his teeth and bite his tongue. 

Blood may show on his pillow next morning as the 
first sign of the trouble. He may also lose bladder or bowel 
control when in a seizure. 

Later, the attacks may strike during the day. They 
are usually preceded by an “aura” or set of premonitory 
symptoms, such as a peculiar odor, or lights and flashes, etc. 

The patient may learn to recognize these in time to get 
out of a dangerous position before the convulsions, clawing 
action, and frothing of the mouth begin. . 

He cries out and falls to the ground, often injuring 
himself. His convulsions may last for 5 to 10 minutes. 

Then he usually drifts off into a deep sleep, awakening 
some time later with little or no recollection of what has 


happened.

SOME CASES OF Sr are due to brain irritation 
from such an agent as a splinter of bone, following a skull 
fracture. 

Impacted teeth have been known to cause it. But in 
the larger number of cases, we find no such tangible factor. 
We think the latter, called “Idiopathic” cases, are a form 
of allergy. 5, 

As such, they are cousins of asthma, migraine, hay fever 
and eczema. Indeed, hardening of the arteries and Buerger’s 
disease may really be allergy reactions, too. 

Sometimes the nose shows this sensitiveness to pollen 
or dust, and we have hay fever. If it is the lungs, then we 
call it asthma. If the skin reacts, it is eczema. If the brain, 
then we call it epilepsy. 

It may be basically a fluid shift that causes the trouble 
in all of these allergy diseases. Epilepsy may also be due 
to a sudden acid-alkaline shift. It can normally be kept 
under control by medication, or elimination of the offending 
food, if such can be identified. 

It be no more a cause for a feeling of inferiority 


than is fever.

NE HUNDRED YEARS AGO, 
0 19-year-old Samuel Cupples 

arrived from Cincinnati on the 
teeming St. Louis levee with a 
very small stock of merchandise 
and a very big idea. The merchan- 
dise was a prosaic assortment of 
wooden pails, kegs, brooms and 
the like. The idea was a dramatic 
awareness of the business oppor- 
a offered by the developing 

est. 


Today, the company he founded 
has ‘grown to be a manufacturing 
and distributing organization 
reaching into every part of the 
country from its headquarters at 
Seventh and Spruce streets. 


The story of the Cupples Com- 
pany, Manufacturers, as the firm 
is now called, is really two stories. 
There is the Cupples_ business 
story—about an aggressive group 
of men who showed an unusual 
knack for seeking out new prod- 
ucts as opportunities arose, while 
discarding old ones as they be- 
came unprofitable and outmoded. 
And there is the Cupples “com- 
munity” story—of how those same 
men carried out the concept that 
their hard-won commercial dol- 
lars should be converted into a 
higher currency of accomplishing 
“some great good in the world.” 

- * * 

THE TWO STQRIES are inter- 
woven down through the years. 
Both began in a small building at 
No. 9 Locust street, just off the 
levee, where Sam Cupples set up 
his first store in 1851. The main 
roads of commerce in those days 
were waterways. St. Louis, with 
the Mississippi and Missouri riv- 
ers close at hand, was a major 
center of the great inland water 
system, as is evidenced by a Cup- 
ples bill of lading dated Septem- 
ber, 1851, consigning merchandise 
to “the good Steamboat Kate 
Kearney, whereof Langhorn is 
master for the present voyage, 
now lying at the Port of St. Louis 
and bound for Quincy.” 


Cupples was soon joined by 
another youngster from Cincin- 
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nati, Asa A. Wallace. The two 
strangers in a town of some 75,- 
000 persons worked hard and the 
firm prospered in the sale of 
“wooden, willow and cedar ware.” 
Many of the items they adver- 
tised then—butter ladles, willow 
cradles, cedar faucets—have van- 
ished from the scene, Some— 
matches, clothes pins, brooms— 
are still important products of 
the Cupples Company of today. 


A merchandising team that 
was to build a nation-wide organ- 
ization was completed when two 
young brothers, Robert S. and 
Harry G. Brookings, drawn by 
glowing tales of the growing 
West, made the long journey here 
from their home in Maryland and 
got jobs with Cupples. 

. xk * * 
H turbulent Civil War years, the 

company pushed into the up- 
building South and, by river and 
overland, extended its operations 
to the North and West. By about 
1880, the Cupples-Wallace-Brook- 
ings team had established the 
firm as the leading concern of its 
kind—one built up on a system of 
taking the products of many 
manufacturers and marketing 
them through a large sales force 
to jobbers and _ wholesalers. 
The far-flung organization was 
incorporated for the first time in 
1882 with a $1,000,000 capitaliza- 


‘tion as the Samuel Cupples 
Wooden Ware Company. 


Robert Brookings and Cupples 
then launched a dramatic busi- 
ness venture, which was later to 
be turned into an even more dra- 
matic. philanthropic. undertak- 
ing. This was the construction 
of the $3,000,000 Cupples Station 
development. A _ giant private 
warehouse terminal at the mouth 
of the Terminal Railroad Associa- 
tion’s tunnel, it covered the 
equivalent of about eight city 
blocks between Seventh, Elev- 
enth, Spruce and Poplar streets. 


Attracting numerous wholesale 
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and jobbing houses (the Cupples 
Company itself moved in as a 
tenant), the project altered the 
commercial face of St. Louis and 
transformed what had been an 
almost abandoned portion of the 
city into a thriving commercial 
area. 
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ABOUT 10 YEARS later, the 
commercial development was to 
play an important part in the 
transformation of Washington 
University from a small college in 
do#vntown St. Louis—equally low 
in endowments and students—to 
a university of national stature. 
For Brookings and Cupples 
turned over the Cupples Station 
property, lock, stock and barrel, 
to the university's general endow- 
ment fund to aid in the rebirth 
of the school. 

Both Brookings and Cupples 
earlier had taken steps to give 
effect to their belief that provid- 
ing new opportunities for educa- 
tion is the best form of giving. 
Cupples had backed the construc- 
tion of the Manual Training 
School at Eighteenth. street and 
Washington avenue, served on the 
St. Louis Board of Education and 
became a member of the Corpora- 
tion of Washington University. 
Brookings, after joining Cupples 
on the university’s corporation, 
had accepted the presidency with 
the determination to rebuild the 
institution completely. 

Brookings’ dynamic leadership, 
the Cupples Station gift and other 
substantial donations by Samuel 
Cupples and Brookings (Cupples 
furnished funds for two buildings 
of the new university and Brook- 
ings gave money for the twin- 
towered administration building) 
went far toward creating the 
Washington University overlook- 
ing Forest Park that we know to- 
day. 

Complete reorganization of the 
School of Medicine of Washington 
University was another product 
of the Brookings drive and gen- 
erosity. Stung by a Carnegie 
Foundation report severely criti-

Now it started out to 
become also a manufacturing or- 
ganization, to make sure it would 
always have both quantity, and 
quality of things to sell. 


The first two decades of the 
Twentieth Century were also 
marked by administrative changes 
in the company: Samuel Cuppies 
died and the firm for the first 
time since its inception had a 
new president. He was Mahlon B. 
Wallace, son of Asa A. Wallace, 
one of the early Cupples partners, 
and Mary Brookings Wallace, sis- 
ter of the Brookings brothers. He 
was succeeded as president in a 
few years by his brother, Harry 
B. Wallace. Under Harry Wallace, 
the Cupples firm became one of 
the first to initiate a profit-shar- 
ing plan for its employes. And, 
as the company had virtually left 
the woodenware field, it changed 
its corporate title to. Cupples 
Company, Manufacturers. 

The community story of the 
people of Cupples broadened dur- 
ing the years. Robert Brookings 
continued his vigorous activities 
until his death in 1932. During.

HERE are several ways to tell 


rican elephant and an Indian, 
or Asiatic, elephant. The African 
elephant is taller, and has much 
larser ears. 

It is rare that we see elephants 
of both types standing. side by 
side. How can we tell which is 
which if we see only one of them?
